HOW  TO  TRIM  SHRUBS 

Unless  located  in  a sheared  hedge 
or  in  some  very  formal  planting 
scheme,  the  flowering  shrubs  should 
be  allowed  to  retain  their  natural 
shape  and  development.  Continual 
pruning  into  globes  and  restrained  outlines 
cuts  away  all  the  plant’s  natural  beauty  and 
individuality.  The  only  good  reason  for  prun- 
ing other  than  the  prompt  removal  of  dead 
wood  is  to  keep  the  shrubs  from  spreading 
too  wide  and  growing  too  tall  for  their  posi- 
tions. This  corrective  pruning  is  best  done 
by  cutting  out  the  oldest  and  heaviest 
branches  directly  at  the  ground-line  and  do- 
ing a little  top  shortening  if  required.  The 
early  blooming  varieties  such  as  Bridal 
Wreath  and  Lilacs  are  better  trimmed  after 
their  blossoming  period,  if  one  wants  to  en- 
joy that  season’s  flowers.  The  later  bloom- 
ing varieties  such  as  Hydrangeas,  and  Spiraea 
Anthony  Waterer  can  be  trimmed  heavily  in 
early  spring  with  no  loss  of  that  year’s  blos- 
soms, and  with  positive  benefit  to  the  growth.

HOW  TO  TRIM  HEDGES 

Immediately  after  planting,  the  tops  of  hedge 
plants  should  be  cut  back  about  one-third.  This 
is  most  important  to  get  the  stock  established. 
During  the  summer  any  straggly  branches  can 
be  clipped  to  conform  with  the  general  hedge 
outline. 

Each  spring  about  April  1 the  hedge  can  be 
trimmed  back  to  the  desired  height  and  width. 
To  insure  an  even  cut  it  is  well  to  stretch  a line 
to  serve  as  a guide.  Regulation  hedge  shears 
should  be  used  for  the  trimming.  The  hedges 
can  be  trimmed  to  either  a round  or  square  top 
outline. 


HOW  TO  PLANT  HEDGES 

A trench  should  be  dug  where  the  planting  is 
to  be  done,  excavated  to  a depth  of  a foot,  and 
18  inches  wide.  Such  a trench  gives  an  even 
line  to  guide  the  planter.  Discard  any  soil  of 
poor  quality  and  use  surface  loam.  Varieties 
such  as  Japanese  Barberry,  Buckthorn  and 
Cotoneaster,  or  those  that  are  to  be  kept  closely 
cut,  should  be  spaced  a foot  apart  in  the  row. 
In  using  Bridal  Wreath  or  other  open-growing 
varieties  which  are  not 
to  be  kept  sheared,  a 
spacing  of  2 to  2 y2  ft. 
is  proper.  After  plant- 
ing, cut  off  at  least 
one-third  of  the  top  of 
the  plants  to  insure 
good  lateral  growth. 
Water  thoroughly.

The  soil  should  be  of  good  substance  and  the  location  free  of 
tree  roots  and  dense  shade.  Bone  meal  is  preferred  as  a fer- 
tilizer. A light  covering  of  straw,  after  the  ground  has  frozen 
is  desirable. 

NOTE.  The  figures  directly  following  the  variety  name  de- 
note the  comparative  rating  by  votes  of  the  American  Peony  So- 
ciety in  19  25.  The  valuation  is  on  a scale  of  10  as  the  perfect 
score.  Any  variety  given  a rating  of  7.0  and  over  can  be  con- 
sidered as  highly  desirable.  We  list  only  those  sorts  suitable  to 
our  northern  conditions  and  that  have  proven  their  value  as  pro- 
ducers under  ordinary  garden  culture. 

QUALITY.  The  “roots”  are  substantial  plants  with  3 to  5 
strong  eyes.

After  freezing  weather 
bind  the  tops  with  dry  straw  and  mulch  the  bed  with  straw 
or  leaves.  A top  covering  of  tar  paper  over  the  bushes 
keeps  out  moisture.  Climbing  Roses  should  be  laid  prone, 
covered  with  12  inches  of  soil  and  a top  of  tar  paper.
